A moſt vn theſe foure kings were not able to onercom this cittie ⁊ the 
kind & wick · king of Bezenegerbut by treaſon. This king of Bezeneger 
* was a Gentile, and hauing amongſt all other of his Caps 
Srince ; this eatnes,tw9 which were notable, and they were Mores, and 
they haue for theſe two Captaines bad either of them in charge 70 02 80 
giuing credit thouſand men, Theſe two Capfaines being of one Religion 
to 9 with the foure kings which were Mores, wzonght meanes 
"1-2 with them to betray their owne king into their hands, The 
aitiue people King of Bezeneger eſteemed not the fozce of the foure kings 
1 dis enimies, but went out of his Citie ts wage battell with 
them in the fields, which when the armies were ioined, the 
battell laſted but a while not the ſpace of foure honres, be⸗ 
cauſe the two trayto2ous Captaines, in the chefeſt of the 
fight, with their companies turne their faces againſt their 
king, and made ſuch diſoꝛder in bis armie, that as aſtonied 
tbep ſet themlelues fo flight: thirtie peares was this kings 
dome gouerned by tha& bzethzen which were tyzants, the 
which keeping the rightfull king in pꝛiſon, it was their vſe 
* eucry veare once, to ſhew him to the people, and they at their 
pleaſures ruled as they liſted. Theſe bzethzen were thꝛe 
Captaines belonging ta the father of the king they kept in 
ziſon, which when he died, left his ſonne verye pong, and

Bezeneger with great triumph. and there the remained fir 
moneths, ſearching vnder houſes and in all places foz mony 
and other things that were bidden , and the they departed to 
their owne kingdomes, becauſe they were not able to main- 
taine ſuch a kindome as that was, ſo far diſtant from their 
owne countrie. 
When the kings were departed from Bezeneger, this 
Temiragio returned to the Citie, and then began foz to re⸗ 
populate it, and ſent woꝛd to Goa to the Merchants, that if 
they had anpe Hoꝛſles fo bꝛing them to him, and he would 
pay well foz them, and foz this cauſe the afozeſaid two mar⸗ 
thants that J went in company withall, carried theſe Bozſ⸗ 
ſes that they had to Bezeneger. ${ſo this Tyꝛant made an An 12 
oꝛder 02 lawe, that if anye Merchant had anye of the Hozſ⸗ 8 
ſes that were taken in the afozeſaid battell oz warres, alę⸗ 6 
thougb they were of his owne marke, that he would gine ag 
much fo; them as they would: and beſide be gane generall 
Kale conduct to all that ſhould bzing them: when by this 
e ſawe that there were great ſtoze of Yozfſes 
bought thether vnto him, bee gaue the Perchaunts faire 
wozdes, vatill ſuch time as tee ſawe they could bzing no 
moze .

Jn Pcgu the faſhion of there apparel is all one, as well 
the noble man, as the ſimple : the onely difference is in the 
fineſt of the cloth, which is cloth of 1Bo:nbaſt one finer then 
another, and they weare their apparc il in this wiſe : Firſt, 
a white bombaſt cloth which ſeructh fe: a ſhirt, then they
